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Census 


May 28 Is Day 
To Give Blood 


The Sierra Madre Red 
Cross this week called upon 
Sierra Madreans to turn out 
in force when the Bloodmo- 
bile makes its annual visit 
May 28. 

Pointing out that residents 
here used 192 pints of Red 
Cross-collected blood last 
year, the local headquarters 
stressed the importance of 
replenishing the supply. 

Appointments for giving 
blood May 28 may be made 
at Red Cross Headquarters, 
ELgin 5-0745. Baby sitter 
service will be available. 


The special census of Sierra Madre got under way Tuesday 
and will be completed by the weekend, according to Benjamin K. 
Kundin, special supervisor for the U.S. Bureau of Census. 

Mr. Kundin said preliminary figures will be available next 
week and that the official returns will be back from Washing¬ 
ton before June 1. 

He issued an appeal to Sier¬ 
ra Madreans to cooperated with 
census takers, most of whom 
are local women, and pointed 
out that all of the information 
gathered will be kept confiden¬ 
tial by the bureau in Washing¬ 
ton. 

Except for the results of the 
count, the information gathered 
will not be available even to 
the city, Mr. Kundin explained. 

He also requested that Sierra 
Madreans who have not been 
contacted by an enumerator by 
this weekend to fill out the 
coupon on the bottom of this 
page and mail it in. 

The special census, requested 
by the city, could bring in¬ 
creased revenues of up to $9,375 
yearly. 

Sierra Madre’s last special 
census was taken May 20, 1952. 

At that time, the population 
was 7,769, an increase of 481 
over the 7,288 recorded in the 
official census of 1950. 


Albert E. Morgan, vice presi¬ 
dent and manager of the Sierra 
Madre office of the First West¬ 
ern Bank & Trust Co., has sub¬ 
mitted his resignation, effective 
May 31.

First Western ob¬ 
tained control of the local bank 
through a stock exchange last 
April 6. 

Last week Mr. Morgan an¬ 
nounced his resignation as 
president of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce, a posi¬ 
tion he has held for more than 
three years. He resigned from 
the Chamber because of his de¬ 
cision to locate in the Lucerne 
Valley, where he will operate 
his own business.

This month the sculpture of Betty Davenport Ford is on 
exhibit in the main room of the Sierra Madre Public Library. 

Mrs. Ford is most widely known for her animal figures, the 
large “Bear Fountain” done for the Horticultural Building at the 
Los Angeles County Fair Grounds being possibly her most ambi¬ 
tious work. 

Betty Ford, one of the foremost 
ceramic sculptors in the coun¬ 
try, lists among her awards the 
Helen Foster Barnett Prize from 
the National Academy, three 
awards from the Ceramic Na¬ 
tional at Syracuse, a first prize 
at the Los Angeles County Ex¬ 
hibition, the Wichita Purchase 
Prize and awards in two con¬ 
secutive years at the L.A. Coun¬ 
ty Fair. 

Betty has done a beautiful 
job of capturing the feeling of 
her animals. They are alive. 

Modeled with restraint and a 
genuine respect for clay, these 
figures are extremely well de¬ 
signed. 

They are designed in the 
sense of preliminary planning. 

Each piece is individually mod¬ 
eled, no molds being used, and 
each piece is constructed hol¬ 
low, except for the very slender 
members. Consequently, the 
“idea” for the sculpture must 
be highly crystalized before 
work on the end product is be¬ 
gun. 

Betty achieves this by begin¬ 
ning with pencil sketches and 
small clay sketches. Then, a 
little larger clay sketch, with 
modifications along the way 
for changes in feeling and 
scale. Another still larger clay 
sketch, etc., until the final 
work has evolved.

Lone, then lowered themselves 
600 feet into San Elene Canyon 
from the Camp Ivy Trail 

Used in the “rescue” was the 
1,000 feet of nylon rope pur¬ 
chased recently with local do¬ 
nations. The crew members 
were practicing with the rope 
in preparation for the school 
vacation months ahead, when 
rescues will be of a more seri¬ 
ous nature. 

The transmitter was sent to 
the Lexington signal depot in 
Lexington, Ky. 

In other extracurricular activ¬ 
ities last week, Crew Members 
Earl and Edward LaLone su¬ 
pervised a hike down into the 
canyon at Chantry Flats by 
Girl Scouts of Troop 24 and 
their fathers. 

The girls were celebrating 
Father - Daughter Day with a 
picnic. They received instruc¬ 
tion on mountain manners, 
safety and snake-bite preven¬ 
tion and first aid from the res¬ 
cue crew members. 

After their climb back up the 
trail to the Adams Pack Sta¬ 
tion, Hubert Herrick schooled 
the girls in animal packing. 

Tomorrow the group will be 
sworn into the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Reserve along 
with the Altadena Mountain¬ 
eers. 


A 1953 claim for more than $45,000 against the city and the 
Canyon Pool operators at that time comes up tomorrow in Superior 
Court, Los Angeles. 

The claim was filed in October 1953 by Miss Gloria G. Bronte, 
now of 860 N. Madison, Pasadena, after she suffered alleged 
serious injuries at the pool on 
Aug. 8, 1953. She was 23 years 
old at the time. 

Named in the claim were the 
city and Mr. and Mrs. Jack N. 

Smith, operators of the pool. 

The statement filed by Miss 
Bronte’s attorney, Nicholas Fer¬ 
rara of Los Angeles, contends 
that negligence was shown by 
the city and the Smiths in: the 
design, construction and main¬ 
tenance of the pool; mainte¬ 
nance of a 10-foot diving tower 
board in a pool which at its 
deepest point is not over 7 feet 
deep; failing to warn persons 
using the tower that at its 
deepest point the pool is not 
over 7 feet deep; failing to pro¬ 
vide a reasonably safe diving 
zone. 

On the date specified, ac¬ 
cording to a statement at the 
time by Mrs. Smith, pool man¬ 
ager and Red Cross swimming 
instructor, Miss Bronte made a 
straight drop dive (sometimes 
called a “pile driver” dive) 
from the tower, striking her 
head on the pool bottom and 
suffering injuries. 

Her claim for damages lists 
the following physical injuries: 
concussion of the brain, skull 
injuries, black eyes, loss of 
teeth, contusions and abrasions. 

She is seeking $45,000 dam¬ 
ages for alleged serious physi¬ 
cal injuries, plus unspecified

Sierra M a d r e seems to be 
singularly fortunate in the 
eternal battle between mailmen 
and dogs. 

In the past two years, the 
Post Office here reported only 
three or four letter carriers 
have been nipped by canine 
pets. This is truly a remarka¬ 
ble record in a city of trees, 
shrubs and canyons where even 
the biggest canines can catch 
the mailman unawares. 

All is not so rosy on the na¬ 
tional scene, though, according 
to The New York Times. Last 
year, for example, 5.880 mail¬ 
men were bitten — a situation 
which has caused the Post Of¬ 
fice Department to take steps 
to discourage man’s best friend 
from sampling its employes. 

The Department, dreaming 
up steps just short of biting 
back, is going to try a number 
of new weapons, from a chemi¬ 
cal dog repellent to “built-in” 
protection at suitable places on 
the mailman's uniform. 

Chemical firms have been 
asked to make dog repellants to 
sprinkle on the mail carriers’ 
trousers, and clothing manu¬ 
facturers have been requested

The ammonia, it was 
reported, will not harm dogs 
but it probably will upset their 
owners. 

Sew metal sheets into trouser 
legs. In 72 per cent of all re¬ 
ported cases, dogs bit mailmen 
below the knee. 

The simplest idea, and one 
that has worked best so far, is 
what officials call “patron edu¬ 
cation.” Dog owners simply are 
asked to confine their pets dur¬ 
ing hours of mail delivery.

ORDINANCE NO. 573 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, CALIFORNIA, 

AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 

463 OF THE CITY OF SIERRA 
MADRE REGULATING THE 
CARRYING O F PASSENGERS 
FOR ’•HIRE IN MOTOR VEHI¬ 
CLES, AMENDING SECTIONS 2, 

3, 5, 6, 7 and 8 OF SAID ORDI¬ 
NANCE NO. 463. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITi' OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 2 of 
Ordinance No. 463 of the City of 
Sierra Madre, entitled “AN OR¬ 
DINANCE OF THE CITY COUN¬ 
CIL OF THE CITY OF SIERRA 
MADRE, REGULATING AND LI¬ 
CENSING THE BUSINESS OF 
CARRYING PASSENGERS FOR 
HIRE IN MOTOR VEHICLES, 

PROVIDING FOR LIABILITY IN¬ 
SURANCE AND FOR PENALTIES 
FOR THE VIOLATION THERE¬ 
OF,” adopted March 25, 1947, be 
and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

“Section 2: Operation of Ve¬ 
hicles—Permits Required. 

It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to 
operate an automobile for hire 
as defined in Section 1 of this 
Ordinance without first having 
obtained a permit in writing 
from the City Council of the 
City of Sierra Madre so to do. 

Applicants for such permits 
shall file with the City Coun¬ 
cil an application upon blanks 
furnished by the City, which 
application shall contain such 
information as the City Coun¬ 
cil may require. 

Before issuing a permit to 
operate an automobile or au¬ 
tomobiles for hire in the City 
of Sierra Madre, the City Coun¬ 
cil may: 

(A) Require that the appli¬ 
cant furnish evidence, satisfac¬ 
tory to the Council that the 
applicant is financially and in 
other respects capable of fur¬ 
nishing safe and satisfactory 
service to the public; 

(B) Take into consideration

The Hastings Ranch Guild of the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation 
is donating $2,400 to enable the foundation to make grants for 
research work being done in California. 

Cystic fibrosis, little known but far from rare, is an incur¬ 
able disease of the lungs and pancreas whose mast common 

symptoms consist of chronic 
cough, repeated pneumonias, 
and a tremendous appetite 
along with a poor weight gain. 

Without early diagnosis and 
treatment, respiratory infec¬ 
tions so damage the lungs 
there is little hope for the 
child. Since there is no known 
cure for cystic fibrosis, and the 
cause also is unknown, re¬ 
search is the only real hope for 
children afflicted with the dis¬ 
ease. 

The $2,400 includes $250 do¬ 
nated by the Pasadena Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and 
profits from the group’s fund¬ 
raising projects, a paper sub¬ 
scription drive, fashion show 
and a dance.

At the recent meeting of the Little League Baseball Congress 
in Chicago a few rule changes were made that will vitally affect 
the local league. 

After the Hastings Ranch Little League had disbanded one 
of the minor league teams and reorganized in compliance with 
national headquarters’ direc¬ 
tives, the rule limiting minor 
leagues to six teams was re¬ 
scinded and now the way is 
open to as many as you like. 

The change came too late to 
help the local problem and the 
season will be operated on a 
4-team major, 6-team minor, 
and 4-team farm league. 

The rule change that caused 
the most screaming and moan¬ 
ing was the one that disallowed 
12-year-olds from pitching in 
the minor leagues. 

Admittedly there is some 
pretty good reasoning behind 
this rule. When you consider 
boys playing against each 
other with an age span of 8 to 
12 years, many of the younger 
boys couldn’t be expected to 
safely or reasonably compete 
against the swift pitching of a 
large, strong 12-year-old boy. 

The objections have quite 
naturally come from, the man¬ 
agers who selected their team 
personnel on the basis of this 
pitching talent. 

Other rule changes of conse- 
equence take effect in 1957.
